ion. For all practical interests and purposes 
Cannda bas been for twenty years entirely 
independent, «nd #0 have \the small r 
Provi:.ces—Nova Scotin, New Branswick and 
British Columbia—now bappily united to ber 
by the wi-e Confed-ration Act of 1868. The 
people of these countries—tbey are no longer 
Colonies in apy iuielligivble sense—mos: 
properly manage theirown affairs by m-aas 
of «parliamentary government, which exer 
cises supreme control in-every matter except 
the conclusion. of treaties with — foreign 
Powers, ‘he making uf peace and war, aud 
thé a» vintmedt of the lngh officer sert trom 
this sie and’ called the Governor General, 
although as regards even bim the Canadian 
Legislature by voting big salary can in efirct 
get rid of a man unpopular or © gexious. 
Tor French population of Lower Unnada is 
becoming of less and less consequence, and 
trom the port of Hulifax, on one side of the 
continent to the port of Victoria oo the other 
side, the nearly five millions of people are es 
se.tiatly British io origip and instioct, with 
th energy and foresight which pre-emiorn y 
‘istioguish the Eavlish ence when pia ted in 
a pew region. The ostural allies of Canada 
até the intubitaa’s of the American States 
West of Lake Erie. To these States the 
St. Lawrence is the shortest, best and cheap- 
est outlet to the Eu: opean markets with whi. h 
they exchange their raw produce of grainavd 
provisions fur manufactures aad Eastera and 
tropical com wodities. 

It is not the least merit of Mr. Lowe that 
for several years past be bas lost vo fitiing 
opportunity of insisting ou these plain facta 
and theae new conditions. For « British ano 
Colonial force to attempt the defence of the 
thousand miles of Canadian frontier against { 
such armies asthe Americans could send ‘ 
forward is wholiy impos-ible aad not capable 
of serious argunent.

shorter distances of several of the more 
important Westera cities, and farther, wield- 
ing a population of furty millions. Sir 
Alander Galt, eue of the most prudent and 
respected of Canad an statesmen, did not 
hesitate some yeurs ago to take ap this line 
of reasoning in t e Cauadian Parliament, and 
place himself uttbe hend of an Independent 
Party—not out of disloyalty to Eng and, but 
in obed ence to the plais necessities of the 
exse. This party bas already meade solid 
progress, and the events of the last two 
months have strengthened it greatly. In 
proof of this, the wrier quotes an article 
which appenred recently in the Quebee 
Chronicle, on which he comments as follows: 
“No language or reasoning can be more to 
the purpose than this article. As the writer 
says, Canada does not desire annexativa to 
Abe United States ; bat she fvsires indepea- 
dence and beutrality. If Eogiand was once 
fairly off tte American Coatinent as a 
povereiga Power. the ‘ merican sofepess and 
jealousy would be allayed, and the two 
remaining Republics would be left to 
grow together—the one secure in ite over- 
p-weriug strength, and the other secure i: 
its neutral attitude. Itis probable that some 
tariff arrangement in the nature ef a sollverein 
would be set up between the two countries, 
aud the common use of rivers, lakes, fisher- 
ies, canals aad railways, would, of course, | 
adopted from the outset. . 

Until this Canadian difficulty be settled, the 

ce ani commerce of the world will be ia 
jeopardy. Is there a0 member of Parliamen 
exercising influence by reason of bis charac- 
ter, moderation and good sease, who wil 
bring the subject before the House of - 
mons in a manner befitting its delicacy and 
importance? It requires the gravty and 
wisdom of some duplicate Sir Roundell 
Palmer. \,
